mands. The tentative indemnity fig- 
ure reported to have been sent for- 
ward at Boulogne was 120,000,000,- 
000 marks. 


According to the belief in Washing- 


ton the limit that Germany can pay 
in reparation is about 80,000,000,- 
000 marks or $20,000,000,000 under 
normal exchange. To do this even, 
Germany must be unrestricted in de- 
veloping anew its industrial and com- 
mercial activities.
